But no one who knew th* colonel 
will m ake the m istake of thinking 
th at they reveal the m an or define 
the part he played in the h istory 
of these tim es. 
H e was, in fact, 
singularly 
Incap­ 
able of im parting 
his own 
I d e a s 
through the m e­ 
dium 
of w ritten 
words. He w as a t 
esse and in com ­ 
m and of him self 
only when be was 
d e a l i n g 
w ith 
other men face to 
iface and by w ord 
of mouth. 
Those 
of us who w orked 
for bim s t one tim e or an o th er 
soon learned th is; th at it was no 
use sending him a long m em oran­ 
dum 
about 
anything. 
Two 
well 
■paced 
typew ritten 
pages 
w ere 
about the lim it of what be cared to 
take in by reading; the rest had to 
be filled in by oral explanation. 
And when he had to write, be w rote 
very briefly he men do who do not 
Uke to w rite. 
Thus the papers of Col. H ouse 
are no place to find the m an who 
for so m any years, for virtually th* 
whole of W ilson's two term s, w as 
by all odds W ilson's closest collab­ 
orator. The w ork he did w as done 
in 
private 
talk s 
with 
P resid en t 
W ilson and with a sm all highly 
selected circle of influential m en 
bere and abroad. 
Ju s t eactly w hat 
Col. H ouse did no one will ever 
know for certain. 
For alm ost all 
th at he did 
Is 
indistinguishably 
fused with W oodrow W ilson’s ca­ 
reer. 


T hat is the way be wished It to 
be. F or he was dedicated to Wood­ 
row W ilson. 
And th at is the way 
It was. 
8o th e m an displayed in 
the m em oirs, and even more the 
man of the post-w ar legends, Is * 
fiction, alm ost unrecognizable by 
those who knew the colonel when 
he served W oodrow W ilson. 
He was able to serv* W ilson be­ 
cause he was la alm ost every re ­ 
spect the com plem ent of W ilson. 
The things which Col. H ouse did 
best, m eeting m en face to face and 
listening to them patiently and per­ 
suading them gradually, W oodrow 
Wilson could hardly bear to do at 
all. 
The president was an Intel­ 
lectual. 
accustom ed 
to 
acquiring 
knowledge by reading and to Im­ 
parting it by lecturing and by w rit­ 
ing books. 
W ilson was annoyed, 
quickly bored and soon exhausted 
by the incoherence, the verbosity, 
and the fum bling of m ost talk, es­ 
pecially the taik of practical m en 
of affairs. Thus W ilson liked New­ 
ton Baker because B aker bad a dis­ 
ciplined m ind: his talk a a s alw ays 
clear and organised. 
But W ilson 
could net listen long to people who 
i-atd things three tim es over and 
alw ays badly and he shrank from 
trying to explain his own ideas 
orally to people who needed to be 
introduced to them gently. 
W ilson 
spared 
him self 
personal 
contact 
w henever be could and said what 
be had t* say in speeches, notes 
and w ritten m em oranda. 
In order 
to learn he preferred to read rath er 
than to listen: and when he spoke, 
he did not wish to be Interrupted 
or to have to repeat himself.

/"'O L . HOUSE, on the contrary, 
wan as nearly 
proof against 
nor»dom 
as 
anyone 
im aginable. 
L a c k in g all intellectual pride, hav- 
ing no such intellectual cultivation 
as Woodrow W ilson, he educated 
himself in the problem s of th e day 
by inducing men of affair* to con­ 
fide in him. And when he w anted 
some one to do som ething, having 
no authority to command, he pa­ 
tiently and persistently set to w ork 
with the intention of m aking the 
other man rom e to 
feel that he 
was merely doing what he had a1 
ways wanted to do. 
Thus Col. House brought to W il­ 
son a faculty which W ilson lacked, 
though it is essential to a sta te s­ 
man. No one can be president of 
the United S tates w ithout having 
a great variety of personal con­ 
tacts. And W ilson did not like per­ 
sons) 
contact 
and 
instinctively 
ehrauk from it. 
Fortunately 
he 
knew his w eakness, and fo rtu n ate­ 
ly he found in Col. House a m an 
whom he was able to see often 
without 
becom ing weary, a m an 
whom he tru sted and knew to be 
>*en*ltive 
and 
responsive to 
th e 
things he cared about. 
Through Col. House he rem ained 
in com m unication with men 
from 
whom 
he would otherw ise 
have 
been shut away. For th# colonel, 
lacking W ilson's fierce convictions 
about ideas, had ever 
so 
m uch 
easier and broader sym pathies w ith 
ordinary hum an beings. From this 
there came, so it alw ays seem ed 
to me. the thing which saved W il­ 
son’s adm inistration from the fa­ 
natical and sectarian narrow ness 
that Is so often the undoing of re ­ 
form ers. 
The W ilson adm inistra­ 
tion rem ained 
until 
nearly 
the 
very end broadly national In spirit 
and was never reduced to a fac­ 
tional feud. It m ight easily have 
been otherw ise, 
given 
W ilson's 
sense of his m ission, but for the 
tolerance contributed by Col. House. 
The colonel kept open the chan 
nels of understanding betw een the 
solitary m an in the W hite House 
and the representatives of all sorts 
of influential 
and 
indispensable 
men. He kept open the channels 
with the practical politicians of the 
Dem ocratic party, men who spoke 
a language th a t the president could 
read but could not speak fluently. 
He kept open the channels with 
the part lei on the left, with paci­ 
fists and 
socialists 
and 
single­ 
minded reform ers, whom a presi­ 
dent in those days would easily 
have forgotten about. W ith equal 
dexterity 
he left open the chan­ 
nels 
of 
com m unication w ith big 


business and high finance and with 
R epublican leader* like Mr. 
T aft 
and Mr. Root. And, a* every one 
know*, be m ade personal contact 
with the leading personalities 
in 
G erm any, France and G reat B rit­ 
ain. 
In 
this fashion 
he 
enlarged 
greatly the orbit of the president’s 
direct know ledge and Influence, di­ 
m inished the opposition and m ulti­ 
plied 
his 
effectiveness. 
Though 
W ilson was still protected, as tem ­ 
peram entally he needed to be. he 
was not isolated. He did not hear 
only from the people who agreed 
with him. 
And because Col. House 
m anaged to give the sense th s t to 
talk with him was to talk with the 
president. Mr. W ilson paid attern 
tloo to and saved th e sensibilities 
of all kind* of Im portant people 
th at it is perilous for a president 
to Ignore.

;E T from the beginning the re 
latlonsblp of these two men bad 
a radical defect which had grave 
consequences. Though Col. House 
wa* wholly devoted to the presi­ 
dent, though Wltoon wa* not Jeal­ 
ous of tbe colonel, though the two 
men 
had 
tact, 
sensibility, 
and 
deep affection, tbe fact rem ained 
th at tbe closest 
advisor of the 
president of the United State* wa* 
a private citizen holding no office 
known to the C onatitution. Thus 
authority was separated from re­ 
sponsibility. The colonel was more 
im portant 
than 
any 
mem ber 
of 
th e president’* official family and 
the effect of hts position was to 
place 
the sta te departm ent and 
the diplom atic service in an am ­ 
biguous 
and 
em barrassing 
posi­ 
tion. He him self wa* accountable 
only to the president personally, 
and the power delegated to bim 
by the president did much to de­ 
stroy the efficiency of tbe cabinet 
as the advisers of the president 
and to accentuate 
the evolution 
of 
personal 
governm ent 
in 
the 
United States. 
In the crucial test the personal 
relation did not work well though 
lf any two men could have made 
it work, these two men could have. 
By 
fore# 
of 
circum stances 
the 
colonel was compelled at last to 
em erge from his personal and pri­ 
vate role and to become a diplo­ 
m atic official. W hen be did, his 
position 
within 
tbe 
American 
pear* commission and his power 
to deal with foreign governm ents 
became highly confusing. At P aris 
he was no longer the president’s 
a lte r ego and yet 
be was 
pre­ 
sum ed to be more im portant than 
his 
fellow 
com m issioners. 
When 
W ilson attem pted to negotiate face 
to face rath er than through Col. 
House, he found him self a part 
for which he wa* tem peram entally 
unsuited, a part to which he was 
unaccustomed. And when the col­ 
onel attem pted the roto of an of­ 
ficial. 
he 
did 
not 
really 
know 
where

where it ended. F or he too was 
playing a part to which he was 
tem peram entally unsuited. 
Th* tragedy of th e peace wa* 
due in large part, it has alw ays 
seemed to me, to the fact that 
the Am erican delegation, startin g

were unable to play their cards. 
They failed to see that A m erican 
participation 
in 
tbe 
league 
wa* 
m ore 
Im portant 
to 
France 
and 
B ritain than to th e U nited States, 
and th at their policy should have 
been to purchase a Just and gen­ 
erous settlem ent with G erm any in 
return 
for 
continuing 
Am erican 
participation in European affairs. 
Instead, 
they 
consented 
to 
a 
w retched peace, having fallen into 
the illusion that this was the price 
they 
bad 
to 
pay 
for 
European 
w illingness 
to create 
a 
league! 
They 
bought 
the 
league 
from 
France and 
B ritain 
with a 
bad 
peace 
instead 
of 
selling 
it 
to 
France and 
B ritain 
for a 
good 
peace. 
T his fundam ental error, with all 
its dreadful consequences, may be 
traced. I think, to the fact that 
W ilson alone did not have the in­ 
tuition of a man of affairs, and 
that 
Col. 
House 
alone 
did 
not 
have the knowledge of a sta te s­ 
man. It was the com posite W ilson- 
H ouse personality that was so ef­ 
fective in th e days of 
W ilson’s 
greatness and that com posite was 
dissolved 
when 
they 
went 
to

To Listen To Citizens Because He 


Insists On Running The Show

W 
ASHINGTON, April I — President Roosevelt 
opened up an issue much broader than )th e 
m erits of tbe ’’reorganization" bill. He has seeij fit 
to question the right and the motives of som e 
OOO o r m ore citizens who. acting under th eir consti­ 
tutional privilege, have sought to tell th eir represei^ 
tativea in congres* w hat they want done about 
vital piece of legislation. 
If the right of petition is denied, then democrat! 
collapses. So careful w ere tbe fram ers of the Cry 
atltutlon to guard against usurpation of pow er by^ 
p resident or by congress that they w rote into t f 
fundam ental charter of the country—the C o n sta n t! 
—th e following clause, known as article one of tt 
bill of rights: 
“C ongress shall m ake no law respecting the 
of th e people to petition the governm ent foy 
redress of grievances." 
It will be noted that this right of petition can! 
be curtailed by any act of congress, and th is rn ok 
also it cannot be dim inished or taken aw ay byf any 
a ct of tbe chief executive. It will be noted a ls o jth a t 
th* language of the C onstitution is broad enotijfh to 
cover any or all "grievances. 
T he plain meeting of this constitutional prm iision 
la th at the American people have the rig h t by W etter 
or by telegram or by telephone or by any p o th e r 
m eans at their disposal, including personal 
to seek to im press on their agents—the govot 
—w hat it is the people desire the government' 
Fundam entally, tbe m em bers of the house 
resentatfves and the senate and even the Prj 
are. so to speak, “hired hands." They are 
__ 
ployes of the people and they get a salary for dc 
ing the work delegated to them by the people. Elec- ^ 
tlon does not mean that the members of the govern­ 
m ent can do as they please. 
It m eans that representatives are R eletled as 
agents, but their m asters or b o sses are th e people. 
who, betw een elections, can thrra'en to take aw ay 
votes at a subsequent election u n le ss their wishes 
are followed.

The people still have th e sacred right of petition 
In Am erica, whereas, in tbe dictatorship countries, 
it has been taken away from the citizens altogether. 
Aa long as the right of petition exists, th e people 
can influence the m em bers of the house and senate 
and cause them to take away or at least not grant 
any additional powers to Mr. Roosevelt. 


T H E reorganization bill has much m erit in it. but. 
A 
under Mr. Roosevelt’s regime, it raises gray* 
doubts. Naturally, the president does not w ant con­ 
gress to listen to th? petitions of the people 
He 
w ants to control congres* himself. That s why he 
says the vote on tbe reorganization bill "proved tla t 
the senate cannot be purchased by organized tile- 
gram s." 
T his insult to the integrity of tbe senate is being 
resented on Capitol Hill. But it is an ill wind *baf 
blows no good. The Incident has called attention to 
the rig h t of petition. Citizen* not only h av | the 
right by 
organized telegram s" but by any other 
form of communication to influence congress Clti* 
zen* h a )e a right to call on their neighbors and 
friends, to organize by precincts and by ever# other 
unit groups who will m ake it a point to get others 
to w rite letters to senators and congressing*. Some 
citizens do not know the names of their t^presen- 
tatives. They can look in the telephone b*ok call 
up tbe postoffice and find out. Individually w ritten

Physician Holds 


J HAVE before me an interesting 
* editorial which recently appeared 
in the Journal of the American 
Medical association. It refers to 
“geriatrics,” that branch of medi­ 
cine which degls with the special 
problems of old age. 
Medical science has always rec­ 
ognized that disease attacking one 
in old ago differs in many respects 
from the same disease in young 
persons. While there are diseases 
which occur in younger years as 
well as in later life, there are others 
which arc found only in old age. 
The latter produces certain degen­ 
erative changes, changes which are 
really 
characterictic 
of 
old age. 
Many of our ideas about human ail­ 
ments have been changed by close 
study of disease in the aged. 
At one time it was believed can­ 
cer of the stomach was essentially 
a disease of old people. Today it is 
known that this dreaded disorder 
frequently attacks much younger 
individuals. On the other hand, it 
was believed that appendicitis was 
seldom observed in the elderly. But 
a careful 
study of the 
records 
shows that it is not all rare in

called diseases of old age can be 
prevented or made much less pro­ 
nounced than would be the case if 
neglected. 
In old age it is important to prac­ 
tice temperance in the taking of 
food and fluids. Doing this is like- 
to prolong life and to make life 
more comfortable. But tho elderly 
person should not reduce the diet 
without 
consulting 
the 
doctor. 
There must be no deficiency of 
those substances essential to good 
| health and absolutely necessary for 
the elderly. 
Adequate hours of rest and re­ 
laxation are of even greater impor­ 
tance in old age than in early life. 
It is equally important that a cer­ 


tain amount of evercise be taken. 
Good sense must be used in all 
these matters.

T HAVE before me an interesting 
editorial which recently appeared 
in the Journal of the American 
Medical association. It refers to 
"geriatrics,” that branch of medi­ 
cine which degls with the special 
problems of old age. 
Medical science has always rec­ 
ognized that disease attacking one 
in old age differs in many respects 
from the same disease in young 
persons. While there are diseases 
which occur in younger years as 
well as in later life, there are others 
which are found only in old age. 
The latter produces certain degen­ 
erative changes, changes which are 
really 
charncterictic 
of 
old age. 
Many of our ideas about human ail­ 
m ents have been changed by close 
study of disease in the aged. 
At one time it was believed can­ 
cer of the stomach was essentially 
a disease of old people. Today It Is 
known that this dreaded disorder 
frequently attacks much younger 
individuals. On the other hand, it 
was believed that appendicitis was 
seldom observed in the elderly. But 
a careful 
study of the 
records 
shows that it is not all rare in

In old age it is important to prac­ 
tice temperance in the taking of 
food and fluids.
